Frenchman Says Even Germana

This was how a French officer, just 
back from the Somme, described the 
British flying champion in the course 
of an interview with an English news- 
paperman. In admiring words he re- 
lated how the British have wrested 
the mastery of the air from German 
filers: “Your brave aviators,” he sald,

your intrepid aviators flown far over 
the German defences and defied the

That 
great young British aviator who sent 
Captain Immelmann to his death has 
become a terror to the Boche.

CROWN'S RIGHTS IN WAR 


6tate Can Take Your Property, But 
May Compensate 


It was generally understood, of 
course, that the Crown in timo of 
war had the right to take over what 
lands or buildings it considered neces- 
tary. The question was raised, how- 
aver, in the King’s Bench of Great 
Britain, whether an owner who was 
thus dispossessed had not a right to 
compensation. The matter came be- 
fore the Court by a “petition of right,” 
from an aerodrome company who ask- 
ed for a declaration that they were 
lawfully entitled to proper compen- 
sation. Mr. Justice Avory gave the 
following judgment: He had come to 
the condlusion that His Majesty, by 
virtue of his war prerogative under 
statutes, through his representatives, 
was, under the then existing circum- 
stances, entitled to take possession of 
the land and premises, and was atill 
entitled to do so, without making 
compensation. 

In addition, the effect of the Defence 
of the Realm Act conferred on the 
competent Naval and Military authort- 
ties during the continuance of the 
war absolute and unconditional power 
to take possession of land and build- 
ings, and do any other act interfering 
with private property, wholly for the 
public safety or the security of the 
realm. This enactment repealed any 
right of compensation, {if it existed in 
time of war, in earlier acts. The sup- 
pliants had, therefore, failed to estab- 
lish any right in law, and judgment 
must be for the Crown. He thought, 
however, that the suppliants were en- 
titled under the Royal Commission of 
Inquiry appointed in March, 1915, to 
apply for compensation in respect of 
any direct and substantial loss incur- 
red, and damage sustained by reason 
of interference with their property 
and business under the circumstances 
of the case. 


HOW COL. SHAW DIED 


Canadian Officer True to His Men at 
Ypres 


Beckles-Wilson writes: After tho 
June attack officers were huddling 
their men together in places of un- 
certain sanctuary. Colonel Shaw of 
the Canadian Mounted Rifles directed 
eighty of his men to Cumberland dug- 
out—a little shallow square. When 
it became too hot there, he forced 
them all out throug ha gap and bade 
them run for their lives. He himself 
refused to leave his wounded men, 
and remained there valiantly at his

The following ‘letter was. received 
by Mrs, A. G. .Bagley. from’ her 
grandson, Wm. Taite, of the 89th 
Battalion: 


Dear Grandma : os 
I..want to thank you forthe nice 
little box which I received-: several 
days ago. It was so very kind of 
you and-goad of you and tho: givers 
to’. remember ‘me, it was just. great 
and I appreciate it s0 much. It 
seems to mre as if I can never thank 
you enough for all the nice .. things 
you all have done.for me.: * *° -** 
‘Now, dear Grandma,’I know ‘that 
you would like to hear, perhaps, 
something about’ Willie, but then I 
never was much of a. hand to calk 
about myself, ; 

I am very well, and I must say 
getting along great so far. I havo 
a fairly good job now as Company 
clerk, I like it fine and, ‘it is so much 
nicer than doing line work. I was 
recommended for it by an officer, one 
of the nicest fellows . that I have 
ever met. He and I were great pals 
so’ to speak, while in the’ trenches. 
Wo two certainly used to have some 
great talks about the ‘‘West’’ and 
other parts. He carre. out here 
from Edmonton. When the big offen 
sive started in April he.was wound- 
ed in the leg and was invalided to 
England. 

I also have been promoted, and 
am now a ‘‘Lance-Corporal,” so is 
Cliff Malcolm, but.

Mrs. A. F. Neilson has received tha 
following lefter from her brother, 
Arthur Fisher : 


Somewhere in France, 
May 5th, 1917 


I am pleased to say that I am 
enjoying my normal health now since 
the severe winter has passed and 
gone. The weather has been fine 
and dry for some weeks now, which 
makes it casier to carry on the big 
fight, and a big fight it is, believe 
me; The din and noise of battle 
is almost incessant and so violent at 
times as to shake the earth for 
miles around. 

A fow weeks ago a shell landed 
right into my dug-out. Fortunately 
for me I was just then on the out- 
side and did not get a scratch, al- 
though my temporary home was to- 
tally wrecked with everything inside 
of it. My jacket, hanging on the 
sand-bagged wall, was torn to bits, 
although the photos, pay-book and 
other things in the pockets were al- 
right. My rifle was smashed to 
atoms. I have only a piece of the 
stock left with -the butt-plate all 
twisted up attached. I was only 
eight fect from where tho shell  ex- 
ploded. Tho fact that the shell pen- 
etrated the roof and detonated only 
after going decp into the bottom of 
the dug-out, doubtless, saved my 
life. From the sound of our guns 
the enemy must be getting a terrible 
shaking up.

France now, “sunny, chivalrous 
France” I have heard it called. Sun- 
ny, indeed, so sunny, as a matter of 
fact, that the major portion of the 
epidermis has dissappeared from my 
features ‘beneath the intensity of 
old sol's rays, our clothing is satu- 
rated with perspiration and we have 
no desire whatever to work (un: 
fortunately we are not allowed to 
follow our desires) as to chivalrous 
well between endless stretches of 
sand, tOg constant acquaintance 
with full packs, the afore mentioned 
broiling sun, bully beef and biscuits 
the glamour and ‘tinsel of chivalry 
seemingly associated with it from 
its mediaeval affinities seems some- 
thing entirely- out. of place. 

Where am I now? Well that ambi- 
guous ‘‘Somewhere in France’ to 
you implies either one of two places: 
up in the line, or at the base. Well, 
I am at the latter, experiencing that 


to put the finishing touches to our 
training. As yet, despite the 
that we-hava been here ten days, wo 
are only half through our course; of 
course, I suppose we should have o 
kick coming. The scene! of torture is 
some three miles from camp, which 
we cover twice daily (there and 
back) with everything we possess on 
our ‘backs and has been dubbed the 
‘“‘Bull-ring,’’ possibly to use a slang 
phrase, ‘‘because so much bull = is 
fired at us out here.” 

It was a week ago Saturday that 
we left Witley Camp, somewhere 
around the mid-night hour, and ar- 
rived in Folkestone in the early 
gray of dawn.

It is the business of the Depart- 
ment of Neglected and Dependent 
Children of Alberta to conserve, as 
far as possible, the orphans, the 
children of parents who are incap- 
able of looking after their own off- 
spring, or who have become crimin- 
als, in order that they have an op- 
portunity to develop into sturdy, 
healthy men and women. Unless 
these children are given some special 
care, they will,inevitably be lost to 
society. 

ho report of the Department in- 
dicates that during the year. 1916 
some 981 dependent children and 
560 delinquents were brought under 
The omphasis is Placed, on 
the “placing out system.” There 
are four Shelters or tomporary 
homes in the Province, maintained 
by the four largest cities. Wards of 
the Department are detained in 
these only for a brief time. Thore 
is no difliculty in securing good fos- 
ter homes for all normal, well de- 
veloped children. Institutions pro-

There is a dearth of ex- 
perienced running horse pilots and 
many good ponies fail to gain brack- 
ets simply because of bad handling. 
an the halycon days of the turf sport 
there was a superfluity of great jock- 
eys. Then the game ebbed, jockeys 
were thrown out of employment and 
followed other trades or profegsions. 
Since the revival {t has become ap- 
Pallingly apparent that there are only 
@ score or two of real riders in the 
land. The others who are classed as 
Jockeys are farcial. Many of the boys 
riding races to-day are not even com- 
petent to gallop them in their work- 
outs. A jockey must be trained 
gradually to be a real success. But 
the bulk of the riders of to-day have 
jumped from the job of stable boy 
to the backs of thoroughbreds. The 
horse owners realize that their mounts 
ere inefficiently handled—but they are 
getting the best boys possible. 

The fault is that no real effort has 
been made to properly train boys for 
their important task of riding a race 
horse. The fault is being remedied 
by some owners who have employed 
expert trainers to educate.-their “rook- 
fes.” The majority of horses are 
driven by joke riders; by boys whose 
lack of riding knowledge sends down 
to defeat many a good horse which, 
if properly handled, would be a con- 
sistent winner.

The Late Pte, Songhurst

Songhurst have just 
received from relatives and friends 
in England, communication in an- 
swer to questions re. the death of 
their dear son, Syd, at Viry Ridge. 
We think it speaks well for the whola 


“\heartedness of our country’s interest 
‘lin the cause of our noble volunteers. 


Syd was not quite 20 years of age 
when he fell, and had seen no other 
life save the farm one at Hill End 
where he was born, till he enlisted 
in 1915. Extracts of the letters 
{ written by the Captain of his regi- 
ment would no doubt interest - his 
‘friends: ‘‘Pte. Songhurst was instant- 
ly killed by a big shell during the 
capture of Vimy Ridge on April 9th, 
when we lost so many of our gal- 
lant officers and men, and none bet- 
ter than Pte. Sonzrhurst. He was 
-one of our very best soldiers, and 
we can ill afford to lose men of his 
great ability and sterling worth. Ho 
was a brave soldier, and all his 
(officers speak most highly of his 
ability, and his place is very hard to 
fill in our battalion. He was buried 
in the Military Cemetery: noar whero 
he fell with the hodies of so.many of 
his comrades, and we are having 
suitable crosses erected to mark tho 
graves of our dear boys. We all 
very much regret the loss of our 
brave soldier, and tender the sincere 
sympathy of our Colonel and all our 
officers to his friends.
